London’s Labour Demonstration. 
I Have seen many Hyde Park demonstrations, but 
never one like last Sunday’s. The Franchise 
demonstration of 1885, which cost some thou- 
sands of pounds to organise, and for which 
labourers were brought in trainfuls from Kent } 
and Sussex; the anti-Compensation demonstra- 
tion, the Maiden Tribute demonstration, the | 
anti-Coercion demonstration—were all imposing

enough in their way, but they were completely 
outdone by the labourers of London. Eight 
Hours is like Aaron's rod, it has eaten all the 
rest. І remember that at the time of the 
Franchise demonstration the military men among 
the correspondents who alone can claim some 
authority in computing numbers rejected the 
more extravagant views of the number of pro- 
cessionists, and estimated them at 30,000. ‘The 
same men's estimate for the procession of the 
Central Committee alone was 60,000, and the 
total of men enrolled in the various regiments 
and battalions of the army of labour could not 
have been less than 100,000. Add another 
75,000 for the ''casuals," and perhaps 10,000 
spectators, and you have not far short of 200,000 
people in the park, which means that nearly 
one adult London male in seven^was present—a 
tremendous proportion. Or take another calcu- 
lation. Of the two processions entering at Hyde 
Park Corner and the Marble Arch, the earliest 
began defiling into the park before three, and it 
was past six when I saw a band of stalwart millers, 
with a model windmill as the emblem of their 
industry, trudging bravely up to the Achilles 
statue, and meeting the main stream on its 
return. Reckon that, from three to six, ten men 
entered the park from the Corner and ten from 
the Marble Arch every second—a moderate cal- 
culation, for the ranks were often ten abreast. 


That would give 
200,000 


as the total number of marchers alone. This is 
incomparably larger than any other procession 
during the last twenty-five years. Or take yet 
another test. In all my experiences of Hyde 
Park demonstrations, I never recall an attempt 
to provide more than one circular sweep of plat- 
forms from the Reformers’ Tree to Hyde Park- 
corner. But on Sunday the demonstrators of 
one kind or another had their first platform hard 
by the Marble Arch, the line sweeping right 
round to the other extremity of the park, while 
a second line enclosing the arc, and several 
thousands deep in parts, stretched back again to 
Oxford-street. The space between the two series 
of platforms was thick with people; a great deep 
splash of blacks and greys, which, viewed from 
a distance, seemed to blot the vivid greens of the 
grass and trees, and looked like a huge swarm 
of locusts settled on the carpet of the most 
beautiful of our London parks. . 
However, away with figures, and such dull 
means of estimating the grandeur of perhaps the 


Greatest Gathering of Workers the World 
has Ever Seen. 


I am told that some of the New York and 
Chicago labour parades and Republican and | 
Democratic demonstrations, where vast masses | 
of people were brought immense distances by 
train, can vie in numbers with the Hyde Park 
meeting; but certainly nothing ever touched it 
in human interest. Some of the processionists 
had trudged every step of the way from Chisel- 
hurst, from Woolwich, and from Millwall and 
yet they marched in—not, perhaps, with the 
military precision of the American workers—but 
with a сау, brisk step, bands playing, silk ban- | 


| ners Waving. To me perhaps the most interesting 
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sight was the abundance of regalia. The now 


unionism has produced a veritable 


Rainbow Display of Banners. 


The gas-stokers in particular, who are fairly well 
off, have gone in for a blaze of silk emblems, 
richly embroidered with elaborate designs, and 
some of them costing from £30 to £60. In 
addition to this they had an excellent band, 
dressed in a smart blue uniform faced with 
yellow, every member of which was, as his 
hands, hard and grimy with work, showed, a gas- 
stoker. The gas-men indeed, themselves the 
heroes of the cight-hour day, were the backbone 
of the whole demonstration, and a gallant show 
they made. 'Then there were the women—the 
match-girls in the most wonderful hats that were 
ever seen, looking cheerier and stronger and 
healthier than in the days when, some two years 
ago, I was talking with some of theirleaders over 
the famous strike. The good manners of the 


| folk—their patience, fine temper, true politeness, 


and love of order— were beyond all praise. 
Heaps of them brought out their wives and 
children for the day, and the  coster's 
barrow from Mile End or the four-wheel 
cart from Covent-garden, plenteously decked 
with ribbons, carried a merry party to and from 
the great demonstration. And it must be re- 
membered—and this is a significant fact for the 
politicians—that the whole affair was organised 
from top to bottom by working-men. London 
members and candidates were not invited, and 
their presence was not desired. The workers 
decided that they would do their own demon- 
strating, and they did it. So far as I know, the 
whole business did not cost one thousand pence. 
I doubt whether the expenses of the Franchise 
demonstration were much less than £5000. 

As for the credit of organising this vast 
demonstration, it belongs mainly to two men— 


Mr. Shipton and Dr. Aveling— 


in whom nearly all the arrangements were 
centred. Dr. Aveling, scientist, 
author, critic, journalist, and Socialist, perhaps 
had the hardest work; and he undoubtedly 
did it well. Dr. Aveling has another remark- 
able characteristic, which stood him in good 
stead in the park on Sunday. He used to have 
the strougest voice in England, not excepting Mr. 
Bradlaugh; and though he strained it seriously, 
in a memorable speech in the Dod-street busi- 
ness, beginning ‘‘Men of England," it is 
still a tremendous organ, and was used with the 
greatest effect in keeping processions in line, 
announcing speakers, waving down noisy bands 
that were interrupting the speakers, and seeing 
that the people were well distributed among the 
various platforms. But the real fathers of the 
Eight Hours’ movement—which has now jumped 
into the front place among working - class 
politics—are two men—Tom Mann and Н. Н. 
Champion. John Burns has been the eloquent 
spokesman of the new demand, but Mr. Champion 
was the first to see its practical importance, and 


Tom Mann, 
with his, perhaps, unrivalled knowledge of the 
conditions of modern hand industry —he has 
been miner, engineer, and I know not what 
besides—his keen, clear mind, and his really 
sound acquaintance with workmen's economics, 
was the first to press it, in season and out of 
season, on the advance party among the workers 


and the trade-unions. His penny pamphlet on 


the subject is one of the best pieces of condensed 
argument I ever read, and you have only to talk 
ten minutes with the keen, dark-eyed, modest 
ex-miner to find an endless fund of native wit 
and shrewdness as refreshing as itis rare. Mr. 
Champion has—and, I am afraid, through his 
own fault—fallen out of the movement which he 
has done very much to inspire; and, though I 
disagree with him on many subjects, I could not 
help feeling sorry that he was not in the park on 
Sunday to reap that which he has sown. 


Burns v. Bradlaugh. 


I have devoted most of my space this week to 
Labour questions, so perhaps I may be expected 
to say a word about the coming duel between 
Mr. Burns and Mr. Bradlaugh. I confess that 
in most of the wordy platform wars in which Mr. 
Bradlaugh has been engaged he has come off 
first best It was so in the controversy with Mr 
Hyndman. Mr. Bradlaugh has not only one of 
the finest voices in England, but he is a past 
master in every art of popular oratory—in fiery 
appeal, deft argument, close but narrow logic, 
the effective handling of facts and figures. No 
one can tonch him on these points; and John 
Burns will probably not pretend to do it. He 
has not had Mr. Bradlaugh’s education or his 
vast experience. But I fancy that John will carry 
a working-class audience with him. In the first 
place, there is no doubt that his creed is vastly 
more popular than the rather extreme in- 
dividualism which Mr. Bradlaugh has lately 
professed, and that his hold over the workers is 
stronger than that of the member for North- 
ampton. Then he is a speaker of ical cloquence 
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legal fare, and will insist the more now that he 
has no longer to ily from the Shylock whom he 
dreaded—the dauntless Prodgers! The gon- 
doliers of London may henceforth pick up 
* fares" and pocket their extra sixpences in 
peace! In short, ** Cabby knows his fare !” 


Parker and Spurgeon, 


I see that Dr. Parker, the popular preacher of 
the City Temple, has been acting the candid friend 
to Mr. Spurgeon, of the Metropolitan Tabernacle— 
and the English-speaking world. “ ро not be 
so dogmatic," says the Doctor. ‘‘ Don’t think 
that you’ve got all the truth, and that you are 
able yourself to assume the function of appoint- 
ing the sheep to the right and the goats to the 
left. I accuse you," he continues—‘‘ you, who 
claim a special dose of orthodoxy, of the hetero- 
doxy of one-sidedness, of a want of spiritual 
discrimination." And then the City Templar 
goes on to tell his dear friend Mr. Spurgeon that 
he is too much surrounded by narrow-minded 
offerers of incense, that he must widen his circle, 
take in more air—

as the Doctor putsit. Perhaps so. Butis Dr. Р. 
the man to preach at him? When the Doctor has 
cured himself of certain affectations and manner- 
isms, which are almost as painful as bigotry—

an English University or one of the honours which 
British Universities delight to bestow upon the 
learned—then, perhaps, we may be prepared to 
receive from him such severe strictures upon one 
of the masters of English religious prose. 


Miss Zelie de Lussan. 

A second hearing of Mr. Cowen’s new opera, 
at Drury - Lane, ''Thorgrim," reminds me 
what a charming representative of the heroine 
Miss Zélie de Lussan proves. I shall not be 
surprised 1f this young and gifted singer 
reaches to a very high position. She is of 
French extraction. Her mother, an excellent 
vocalisí£, having fulfilled an engagement in 
America, settled in New York, where Zélie de 
Lussan was born. The proof that her mother must 
have thoroughly understood the vocal art is seen 
in the excellence of her daughter's style, for 
Miss Zélie de Lussan was taught entirely by her 
mother. In 1885 she appeared in various operas 
at Boston with great success. She was so suc- 
cessful as Carmen that Colonel Mapleson, in 
1888, induced Mr. Harris to engage her for the 
Royal Italian Opera at Covent-Garden, where 
she made a very favourable impression. She 
appeared last year during the brief and disastrous 
campaign at Her Majesty's. Miss De Lussan 
was very successful as Juliet in Gounod's opera 
on the first night at Drury-Lane, and she is an 
altogether promising vocalist. When Covent- 
Garden opens this month with Italian Opera 
Miss De Lussan will be a member of Mr. Harris’s 
strong company.

practice he has had as a writer of plays that has 


imparted to his style that terseness and 
animation which make ‘‘ A Pair of Spectacles" 
and ‘‘ A Village Priest ’’ two of the most success- 
ful plays of the period. I am bound to acknow- 
ledge that the same qualities gave ‘‘go’’ and 
brightness to the first act of “ Esther Sandraz,"' 
which Mr. Grundy adapted from M. Adolpho 
Belot’s **Femme de Glace," as capitally per- 
formed by Mrs. Langtry’s company at the St. 
James's, last Saturday night. Thereis a thorough 
** grip ” in that lively supper-party, which Henri 
Vandelle gives his bachelor and spinster friends 
on the eve of his marriage with a country heiress, 
little thinking it would be broken up by the 
incursion of the warm-blooded young actress 
whose affections he had won — Esther San- 
draz, who, finding her lover is about to 
marry for money, overwhelms him with re- 
proaches, and then exposes his treachery to the 
company by recounting in the form of an im- 
provisation the story of her own wrongs. This 
is one of the best bits of acting we have been 
favoured with from Mrs. Langtry, whose love- 
making is as impassioned as Sarah Bernhardt’s, 
and whose denunciation is as powerful. Well 
done, Mrs. Langtry! This splendid declamatory 
outburst evoked the enthusiasm of the whole 
audience, and is already the talk of the town. 
Albeit the ensuing acts are full of improbability,

of **Esther Sandraz." The wronged heroine 
seeks her revenge on the fickle Vandelle in 
a peculiar way.

Holiday Chat. 
A CORRESPONDENT Writes to ask me what luggage 
he ought to take, besides an ordinary tweed 
riding suit, on a nine-days tour om his machine. 


It is really a subject upon which I have often 
thought of talking here, but have hesitated, be- 
cause so much has been said-upon it in cycling 
papers that I felt whatever I might write would 
be but useless repetition. Not many weeks ago, 
when the C.T.C. Handbook for 1890 was pub- 
lished, there was a good dealof laugliter over the 
" which the editor 
saw fit, for the first time, to add. But the fact is, 
riders of long years’ experience forget how 


thankful they were for a few tips when they first 


went touring. lI know to my cost how long it 
was before I realised to what a very small com- 
piss [ could reduce actual necessities.. So, for 
the sake of novices in the sport, I will answer 


| my correspondent’s question. 


Now, the great thing in touring is to take as 
little as possible and. yet have all that is neces- 
sary for comfort and health. ‘Turning to the 
C.T.C. Handbook, I find the clothes there in- 
cluded as ** Necessaries ” (if you were to attempt 
to carry its ‘‘Conveniences’’ and ‘‘ Luxuries,"' 
you would have to get a horse to pull your 
machine) are, first, the hat or cap, tweed cycling 
suit, shoes, stockings, flannel shirt and collar, 
and necktie which the rider has on; and 
secondly, the extra pair of stockings, flannel 
shirt and collar, and night shirt which he takes 
in his bag. And I think this a very good list; 
though I should add a pair of merino or woollen 
under-drawers. You should have a complete 
suit of under-wear—woollen is best—to change 
into at the end of your day's ride. Many men 
do not carry a night shirt. 


Very luxurious cyclists, who care more for 
appearances off the machine than comfort on 
it, carry with them an extra suit of clothes. 
But you will find this a great burden. Of course, 
if you get caught in the rain, it is awkward to 
have to go to bed, when you reach an inn, while 


| your clothes are drying. I think the best plan, 


however, is to take with you a waterproof cape: 
in case of rain you can either wear it or, if it be 
a very hot day, roll your coat up in it, strap it 
to the handle bars, and ride in your shirt. As 
long as you keep on riding, a good soaking will 
not hurt you ; and, when you put up for the day, 
you have a dry shirt in your bag and your dry 
coat. As for your knee-breeches, I think it wise 
to include in your luggage another pair, or else 
a pairof trousers. ‘This is what I always do. 


You can, if you choose, have a more plentiful 
supply of luggage sent after you by post or train. 
But this means much bother, and, for a nine-days 
ride, would only do away with your independence. 
My advice is, take all you need on your machine. 


Every man knows what he will want in the way 
of toilet necessaries. Even if you have never 
toured, if you have ridden at all, you will under- 
stand the necessity of having a spanner, oil-can, 
lamp, and pincers. 


The two great things to be remembered are— 
to have your extra suit of under-clothes, so as to 
be able, when you put up for the day, to change 
out of the flannels you have had on while riding ; 
and not to take anything but absolute necessities. 
You can always manage to have flannels washed 
overnight: in an emergency, you can make indis- 
pensable purchases on your way. 


My correspondent adds, Is fifty miles per day 
too much for enjoyment and profit? This is not 
во easy a question to answer, as it all depends 
upon the rider. For many men it would be 
about the right average; for others, forty or 
thirty would be better. After all, if you tour 
for pleasure, you are not record-making, and 
your main object, I take it, is not only to ride, 
but to see the country and the towns and villages 
on your route. Therefore, a margin of time 
should always be allowed for sight-seeing. Make 
your average less rather than more than you can 
accomplish on a day's run. Half the pleasure in. 
touring is in the long evening's stroll through 
some quiet old-world town, the morning's visit 
to the great cathedral or church, the noonday 
halt at the quaint wayside inn. AB. 0. Ug.

After 
briefly thanking the Corporation for their courtesy, 
the Prince entered a special saloon carriage which 
had been placed at his disposal, and left by the 
tidal train for London, a cheer being raised as the 
train left the pier. The Prince arrived at Charing- 
cross at 6.10, where he was inet by the Prince 
and Princess of Wales and other members of 
the Royal family. We were glad to note that 
the Prince looked brown and well, and had a 
manly, soldierly bearing. H.R.H. affectionately 
kissed the Princess of Wales and the Prince (who 
also looked exceedingly well), his sisters Louise, 
Victoria, and Maud, his brother George, and the 
Duke of Cambridge, and shook hands cordially with 
his friends. A hearty cheer greeted the young 
Prince as he was driven out of the station in a 
brougham with his smiling father and mother, 
evidently rejoiced to see their son safe back home.

for 500 days, meeting with pigmies and a variety of 
strange creatures. The Prince of Wales, at each 
assemblage, said the right thing in the right way. 


The Queen comes to Buckingham Palace from 
Thursday until Saturday both this week and next 
week, and on Thursday evening, the 22nd, her 
Majesty goes to Balmoral, accompanied by Princess 
Beatrice, Princess Frederica of Hanover, and Prince 
Henry of Battenberg. The Queen intends to return 
to Windsor directly after Ascot Races. 


Sir Edgar Boehm has nearly finished a life-size 
marble statue of the Emperor Frederick, which the 
Queen commissioned him to execute. Не is repre- 
sented in a German Cuirassier uniform, wearing the 
robes and insignia of the Garter and the Iron Cross, 
and leaning upon the hilt of hissword. The statue 
is to be placed in the nave of St. George’s Chapel, 
as a match to the statue of the late King of the 
Belgians. 


The Queen visits Baron F. De Rothschild, at 
Waddesdon Manor, on the 14th inst. 


Her Majesty will unveil the equestrian statue of 
the late Prince Consort, which has be n erected by 
the “ Daughters of the Empire," in Windsor Great 
Park, as & Jubilee offering, at four o'clock next 
Monday afternoon. 


Lieutenant Prince George of Wales, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Thrush, on May 2 
made an inspection of that vessel, in the steam-basin 
at Cbatham Dockyard. His Royal Highness was 
shown over the vessel by Captain Stephenson, C.B., 
commanding the Steam Reserve, under whose super- 
vision the work of fitting out the vessel is being 
carried out. 


Princess Louise arrived at Torquay last Monday 
evening for the purpose of opening an Arts and Crafts 
Exhibition, and laying the foundation of a new pier. 


Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone on Monday visited the 
Gallery at Waterloo House, Pall-mall, and saw Mr. 
Lockhart’s great Jubilee picture, with which they 
expressed themselves highly pleased. 


The Queen intends, says the World, to visit Edin- 
burgh during the last week in August, when on her 
way from Osborne to Balmoral. Her Majesty will 
probably reside at Holyrood Palace for three days, 
in order that she may have time to inspect both the 
Exhibition and the Forth Bridge, and she will pay a 
visit to the Duke and Duchess of Buccleugh at Dal- 
keith Palace during her stay. 


In London the May Day labour demonstration 
passed off quietly. The Socialists, assembling on the 
Embankment, marched along the route permitted by 
the police to Hyde Park, and held a meeting at which 
they passed resolutions in favour of an Eight Hours 
Bill and the union of the working classes of all 
countries in order to secure freedom from the 
monopoly of capital. 


The Sunday demonstration in Hyde Park was, 
however, a far more imposing affair. In point of 
numbers it is estimated to have been one of the most 
remarkable ever held in London.  Contingents, 
representing upwards of a hundred branches of 
labour, headed by bands and carrying banners, 
assembled on the Embankment from all parts of 
the Metropolis between noon and half past two. 
Here they were marshalled with admirable pre- 
cision, the arrangements of the executive being 
greatly facilitated by the action of the police 
authorities. At three o’clock the immense gather- 
ing was divided into two parts, and each passed in 
processional order to Hyde Park, one by way of St. 
James’s Park and Grosvenor-place, and the other by 
way of Oxford-street and the Marble Arch. Both 
routes were lined by many thousands of spectators, 
and everywhere the best of humour prevailed. In 
the Park the principle of a working day of eight 
hours was affirmed by resolutions submitted from 


various organisations in three distinct forms. The 
speakers included Mr. C. Graham, M.P., Mr. Michael 
Davitt, Mr. John Burns, Mr. ‘Tom Mann, Mr. Ben 
Tillett, Mr. Drummond (of the Compositors’ Union), 
and Mrs. Besant. ‘The proceedings passed off with- 
out a single untoward incident. 


In the House of Commons Mr. A. J. Balfour, on 
May 1, resuming the debate on the Irish Land Pur- 
chase Bill, replied to some of the arguments that had 
been advanced by previous speakers. Mr. Sexton and 
Mr. Macartney, an Ulster Conservative, opposed the 
Bill, which Lord Hartington supported. Mr. John 
Morley having replied, the second reading was carried 
by 348 votes against 268, a majority of 80. 


Among the many schemes submitted to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer for raising revenue is one 
brought to his notice by Mr. Hugh Watt, member 
for Glasgow, who proposes to айй a duty of 6d. per 
dozen ou lemonade, soda, and other aérated waters, 
Mr. Watt estimates that this would produce a return 
of not Jess than a million sterling per annum, while 
the manufacturer could not complain, since his profit 
would still fall not far short of 50 per cent., calculated 
on the existing prices. 


The International Exhibition was opened at Edin- 
mm last week by the Duke and Duchess of Edin- 
bargh. 


The announcement that seventy female clerks are 
to be added almost immediately to the Savings Bank 
establishment has moved the editress of the Women’s 
Penny Paper to tell women Post-office workers that 
their customers do not think them sufficiently obliging. 


The French Republic is now firmly established. 
That was evident from the richly merited enthusiasm 
with which President Carnot, discreetest of Presi- 
dents, was welcomed during his recent tour from 
Paris to Corsica and back. ‘That memorable journey 
of the illustrious head of the French Republic 
deserves illustration. Accordingly, we present a 
Drawing by a skilful French artist from a photograph 
of M. Ouviére of the remarkable greeting given to 
President Carnot at the Port of Marseilles. It wasa 
grand tribute to the worthiest of Presidents. The 
Engraving represents the impressive reception given 
to M. Carnot at the old port of Marseilles. We are 
happy to learn that, from first to last, the President’s 
tour was triumphant. 


President Carnot has arranged another tour. He 
will visit Besancon on the 25th inst., and there is a 
rumour that he may cross the frontier into Switzer- 
land or Italy, or both. 


The French Minister of Foreign Affairs has made 
a statement as to the views of his Government re- 
specting the Anglo-Egyptian proposal for the con- 
version of the Egyptian Debt. ‘This statement, а 
Cairo correspondent says, has created a generally 
favourable impression, as tending to show that a 
settlement is desired. 


On May 6 the postage-stamp celebrated the fifty 
years’ jubilee of its adoption in England. ‘The 
honour of its invention belongs to James Chalmers, 
the bookseller, though its practical introduction is 
due to Sir Rowland Hill. It has been proved by 
diligent investigation that Chalmers had had designs 
of postage-stamps produced in his printing press 
in 1834. The first of these were round in shape, 
and is now in the postage-stamp collection of 
Herr Siegmund Fried], in Ober- Döbling, near 
Vienna. ‘Two four-cornered specimens are in the 
Kensington Museum, but a third form, that with the 
effigy of the Queen on it, was probably designed by 
the engraver, Baron, who had been commissioned by 
Sir Rowland Hill to design an artistic stamp for 
sticking on letters; but it may have been the work 
of Cheverton, who, when the Treasury gave notice 
in August 1839 that the design for the postage-stamp 
was open to competition, sent in a pattern which had 
on it a picture of a female head of great beauty.

He may 
read the history of the progress of Liverpool in 
the names of the docks. ‘The first, or Old Dock, 
has disappeared, and 


The Custom House 
marks its site. Taking this as a starting-point, 
he will find close at hand the King's and Queen's 
Docks, with the Tobacco Warehouse, represent. 
ing one of Liverpool’s oldest trades. The Salt- 
house Dock, occupying the site of an old-time 
salt manufactory, speaks of another old trade. 
The King's and Queen's Docks were called after 
George III. and his consort, and date from the 
beginning of his reign. Going northward, there 
will be found in succession the George's and the 
Prince's Dock, for, in spite of the American War 
and the French Revolution, Liverpool trade pro- 
gressed in the latter half of last century. Then 
come evidences of a great burst of prosperity — 
the Waterloo Docks, with their great grain ware- 
houses, the Victoria, Trafalgar, Clarence, Stanley, 
Collingwood, Nelson, and Wellington Docks. 
At this time, too, the docks were extending 
southwards, and the Coburg, the Alfred, and the 
Brunswick Docks were formed. ‘his was the 
period of great inventions, when machinery 
began to revolutionise the trade of Lancashire 
and Yorkshire, and steam power and the loco- 
motive sent trade and commerce ahead. 
Liverpool's Prosperity 
strode onwards at a tremendous pace under these 
influences. The next group of docks bear the 
name of Huskisson, who was killed at the opening 
of the Liverpool and Manchester Railway, and 
then comes the Canada Dock, with immense 
timber-yards which proclaim the character of its 
trade and the origin of its name. Farther north 
still are the latest and greatest Liverpool docks, 
constructed, at a cost of five or six millions, 
within the last fifteen years, and opened a few 
years ago by 
The Prince and Princess of Wales. 

In honour of the Princess the finest ofthese docks 
is called the Alexandra Do:k, and is the centre

of the magnificent docks that are devoted to the 
great Atlantic liners and the American trade. 
About the beginning of the Queen’s reign the 
prosperity of Liverpool was so great that private 
enterprise began to supplement the activity of 
the Corporation in supplying docks, and the 
Herculaneum and Harrington Docks were formed 
at the south end of the town. At the same time 
Wallasy Pool, on the Cheshire side of the river, 
was formed into docks by enterprising rivals of 
Liverpool at Birkenhead. Both the South End 
and the Birkenhead Docks, however, long since 
came into the Mersey Dock Estate, and all are 
now administered by the 


Mersey Docks and Harbour Board. 


The trade carried on over this immense area of 
docks links Liverpool with every quarter of the 
habitable globe, and closely affects the wellbeing 
of all England from Birmingham northwards. 
Through this port the cotton, linen, woollen, and 
metal industries send abroad exports to the value 
of £70,000,000 per annum. Seven eighths of our 
total exports of alkali, three fourths of the 
earthen and china ware, one half of the hardware 
and cutlery, two thirds of the silk products, 
and one third of the machinery and millwork 
exported go from Liverpool. These various 
branches of industry account for three fourths 
of the export trade of Liverpool. 


The Great Import Trades 


are cotton, grain, provisions, timber, fruit, 
tobacco, and other American produce. Nine 
tenths of the total imports of cotton into the 
United Kingdom come to Liverpool, half the 
tobacco, two fifths of the sugar, one third of 
the provisions and fruit, a quarter of the leather 
and petroleum, one fifth of all the grain, and, 
though Liverpool has a mere fraction of the 
population of London, the importation of wood 
is equal to half that of the Metropolis. 


The Men who Direct 


and promote this immense commerce are nearly all 
to be found close to the Liverpool Townhall. The 
shipping offices centre in Water-street, cotton- 
brokers are to be found on the *' Flags,"' at ‘‘ High 
Change” general produce-brokers, iron-merchants

merchants, and representatives of various other 
trades assemble in the Exchange news-room. 
On Tuesdays and Fridays the Corn Exchange, a 
stone's-throw away, is crowded with corn-mer- 
chants and corn-brokers, millers, and others who 
are consumers of grain. Victoria-street, which 
is close at hand, is every day in the week thronged 
with fruit and provision brokers, whose neigh- 
bouring warehouses are stored with currants, 
oranges, tinned goods, hams, bacon, cheese, 
butter, lard, margarine, and the other staples 
of their trade. Here the great railway com- 
panies—the London and North-Western, the 
Midland, and the Lancashire and Yorkshire— 
have secured immense receiving stations, which 
are largely used for the receipt and dispatch of 
the multifarious articles of the provision trade. 
Financial requirements are met by a branch of 


The Bank of England 


and a dozen local banks. Insurance companies 
do a thriving business, and are represented by 
the Royal, the Liverpool and London and Globe, 
the London and Lancashire, the Queen, and 
others, including some American companies. 
Marine insurance also flourishes, and among the 
companies devoted to this class of business are 
the British and Foreign, Thames and Mersey, 
Standard, Sea, Union, Reliance, and Inter- 
national Marine. Lawyers, as a matter of 
course, find a good deal to doin such a com- 
munity, and have taken up their quarters in the 
midst of this busy commercial hive. Stock- 
brokers, too, have naturally planted themselves 
close to the Exchange, and, in addition to doing 
a large business in general British, foreign, and 
colonial securities, have almost a monopoly of 
dealings in numerous prosperous local com- 
panies’ shares.
